This
session lasts two hours.

Parents do not accompany
children for this two hour
period. The full three hour kin-
dergarten schedule hegins on|
the fourth school day.

It is felt that this gradual
approach to the first school ex.
perience provides a crutch
whereby the young child may|
move into the larger world of
school with more security. Par-|
ents also are provided the op-|
portunity for early acquaint-|
{ance with the child’'s all import-|
lant first teacher-and with the
kindergarten program.
